Time with its 
kindly band has healed the ug- 
ly wounds. Let no rann say as we 
stand by the graves of the heroic dead 
on that day, which was the right cr 
which was the wrong. Let us only 
remember that they were Americans, 
all who went down into the shadow 
of the valley of death for their con- 
victions, but let us come bearing 
roses for the blue and lillies for the 
gray, tears and love for the blue and 
tears and love for the gray.

ed the result. The total vote was 
smaller by nearly 30,000 than that 
ol 1892 and the Republican gain was 
only 44^5. These figures went to 
show that no unusual or illegitiment 
means had been used to win the tri- 
umph. It was easy to see that the 
people had deliberately manifested 
their preference lor Evans over Tur- 
ney, and, according to the destitu- 
tion, Evans should hive been inaug- 
arated without opposition or objec- 
tion. But the Democrats were de- 
termined to retain their power, re- 
gardless of law or justice, propriety 
or decency; and a contest was insti- 
tuted with a fixed purpose to reverse 
the result of the election. 

It is now made to appear by the re- 
port ol the Democratic members of 
the committee that Turney had a plu- 
rality of 2358 over Evans, and was 
therefore elected. Notwithstanding 
the testimony of the official returns 
to the effect that 748 more votes were 
cast for Evans than for Turney. The 
process ol figuring by which this 
conclusion was reached does not de- 
serve a moment's serious considera- 
tion. It is simply a matter of pre- 
arranged and unscrupulous political 
larceny. A sufficient proportion ol 
Republican votes was thrown out on 
technical grounds to effect the desired 
object. Turney will thus get the of- 
fice against the known wishes of the 
people, and through the perpetration 
of a glaring fraud. A Democrat will 
continue to be Governot alter having 
been fairly voted out, and his party 
will congratulate itself upon the suc- 
cess ol one of the most infamous 
schemes in the history of American 
politics. The victory will not prove 
to be a profitable one, however, It 
will react with a terrible force in the 
next election. Good citizens of all 
parties will join in condemning it 
and wiping out the reproach put up- 
on the State. There is enongh pat- 
riotism and manliness in Tennessee 
to deal rightly with snch a matter. 
The Republicans will gain thousands 
of votes on account of an outrage lor 
which there is not ashadawof excuse 
and when another Democratic candi- 
date for Governor is presented he will 
be beaten by a majority that no kind 
of rascality can overcome. — [Globe-

Tbf ftiMallpox Law, 

The following is the law regarding 
smallpox and vaccination: 

Sec. 4608. All persons of the age 
ol twenty-one years and over, who 
have not been vaccinated, or, if vacci- 
nated, not successfully, shall, within 
three months alter this revision takes 
effect, procure their own vaccination 
or re- vaccination, as the case may be. 

Sec. 4610. All parents, guardians 
and other persons having the care, 
custody or control ol any child or 
children, of who may have in their 
employ and minor or minors, shall 
have the same vaccinated; and every 
parent, guardian and person that 
may have the care, custody and con- 
trol of any child born hereafter, shall 
have said child vaccinated within 
twelve months after its birth, or af- 
ter it comes under his or her care, 
custody or control. 

Sec. 4611 The city council of 
every city, and the board ol trustees 
oi every town in the state, are invest- 
ed with full power and authority to 
such ordinances, rules and regulations 
with fines and penalties attached, as 
will secure the vaccination of all the 
inhabitants of said cities and towns, 
and provide necessary means to pay 
for the vaccination of all paupers and 
destitute persons in same. 

Sec. 4616. If any person who has 
never had smallpox shall go into a 
house where the disease it, or associ- 
ated with a person who is afflicted 
therewith aty justice 01 the peace, on 
due proof of the fact, may cause such 
person to be conveyed to some house 
or place in the country where the dis- 
ease will not spteaJ, there to remain 
until he shall have gone through the 
disease, or until a physician shall cer- 
cify that he will not take the same, 
I! snch person be not able to pay the 
expense of his nursing, the county 
shall pay the same.

“The most notable aud oueourag- 1 
tug phase of tbe aftermath of llicShipii 
trial is the unauimitv with which 1 
the white people ot Lexiugton cou- j 
demu the verdict, althoogb it acquir- 
ed a white rnau ot the murder of a 
negro. Tbe univer-al expression of 
disapproval is tho strongest proof 
that the good people of Lexington 
want to see the law vindicated with- 
out regard to color or social condi- 
tion.'*

The matter of which I will write, 
the Legislative race in Marion coun- 
ty, is too remote from tbe greater 
number of your readers to be of much 
interest to them, only so far as it will 
deal with National issues.

Something was 
going to happen. It now has hap- 
pened. And without hesitation «e 
must declare that it surpasses our 
most sanguine anticipations. 

Tire country has been assured a 
thousand times that the Governmei t 
at Washington was looking out for 
the Nicaraugan affiir No m.itter if 
it did seem slack and negligent. 
That was merely the shrewd disgui e 
of deep diplomacy. The Great Mind 
was at work, making a deal with 
John Bull, in which lohn Bull would 
surely get the worst of it. British 
ships at Corinto? British dominion 
established over a part of Nicaragua? 
No matter. Those were trifles. Mr. 
Bayard was in London, and the Great 
and Good Friends of all earthly po- 
tentates was at Woodley. What 
more could a reasonable man want? 
The matter would be settled with dig- 
nity and honor; be sure of that. 

Well, it has been settled. But by 
whom? Sir Edward Grey should be 
a competent witness. He tells us 
squarely that the United States has 
never tendered its offices in the mat- 
ter, and has never even suggested 
terms for an amicable settlement. 
What, then, were all those "assuran- 
ces” about? At what has all this 
Clevetand-Bayard-Pauncefote diplo- 
macy been driving? Unless Sir Ed- 
ward Grey speaks falsely, and of that 
he has never been accused, the Wash- 
ington Government has done nothing, 
attempted nothing, suggested noth- 
ing. It has passed by on the other 
side, without even a word, leaving 
Nicaragua to the tender mercies of 
whosoever might play the roleof inter- 
national highwayman. 

Oh, but really nothing could be 
done? Nevertheless, sou. “thing has 
been done, and the affair is settled. 
But it is little Salvador that has done 
it. That petty Commonwealth, not 
as big or as populous as a single 
county of one of the United States, 
has with ease accomplished that which 
this whole country could not do. At 
its word Nicaragua is saved, and the 
British fleets retires from Corinto. 
Salvador is the champion of Ameris 
can independence, the tutelary’ genius 
of the Western Hemisphere. Hence- 
forward all states, from Mexico to the 
River Plate, must look to Salvador 
for guidance and protection.

"Unfortunate as indeed it is for us 
Maria, it must be said those men 
have starving children of their own, 
and I doubt much if a provision train 
could have escaped similar treatment 
down at our own station to-day.” 

It was a bitter night, the snow was 
being driven through the crevices ol 
of the thin board wall and tailing 
here and there on the bed occupied 
by the children, who were fast becom- 
ing famished for food and benumbed 
with cold. The two elder children, 
though only seven and nine, spared 
their heart-broken parents further 
anguish by not calling for that which 
could not be had, but little Mary, to 
young to understand the enforced 
privations, begged again and again 
again for bread. As night came on 
the storm redoubled its futy, adding 
new horror to the situation. Mrs. 
Guthrie stirred the embers again and 
again, but it was useless, they had 
exhausted.
